but ge his face turned pale and his 
teeth chattered, he steadfastly denied hav- 
ing ever given Nancy Leathe any sort of 
medicine at any time during her illness. _ 

1 have frequently given medicine to 
Henry during the fifteen years I 
have known her,“ he said, but never a 
drop at any time to her sister. The medi- 
cine I gave to Priscilla Henry was in ac- 
cordance with the instructions given by 
her physician.” 
Howard is not a bad looking fellow, and 


is well spoken of by some of the business 


men with whom he has had dealings, al- 
though they dre doubtless not acquainted 
with him other than in a business way. In 
fact few of his closest associates appear 
to have known that this man whom they 
know 80 ll in a business way has for 
years been the lover of the wickedest and 
— notorious negro bothrel keeper in the 
eity. 


“Did you know the contents of the will 
Mrs. Henry made?“ asked a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of Howard. 

know it provided for her heirs, share 
and e. I never saw the will, but 
long Mrs. Leathe died she told me 


dozen times afterward and I now believe 
she knew what she was talking about. 
Whenever she took a dose of medicine 
she would sink off into a sort of trance and 
remain in that state several hours. She 
never suffered the least pain, and seemed to 
just sleep herself away. The night before 
she died she seemed stronger than usual. 
She called me to her and again warned me 
that Florence was poisoning her and as 
soon ag she was dead she would do the same 
to me. I tried to drive such thoughts from 
her, but she said she knew what she said 
as true. Pretty soon Florence gave her 
another dose of medicine and she sank into 
astupor. She never regained consciousness 
and died before morning. 
Since my sister’s death the medicine I 
have been taking has produced on me exact- 
ly the same effect as that described by her. 


I have no appetite, feel no pain and want to 


sleep all the time. I never seemed to get 
any better, but grew weaker every day. One 
day about three weeks ago Florence gave 
me my medicine and it tasted altogether dif- 
ferent from the dose I took from the same 
bottle a few hours before. It was so bitter 
I could scarcely swallow it. I asked Flor- 
ence for some water or an ple to take the 
taste out of my mouth. he got furious 
at my request and told me I was too much 
trouble. 

ou won't bother me much longer,’ she 
said; ‘I heard your death rattle last night 
and the devil will have you soon sure.“ 

“All the time my sister and I were sick 
Florence kept our medicine in a closet in the 
kitchen and would never allow anybody in 
the kitchen except Mr. Howard. She would 
drive my niece out of the room if I sent her 
for a cup of tea. 

The most convincing proof that I was be- 
ing foully dealt with is that since Mr. How- 
ard and Florence were arrested I have con- 
tinued to improve steadily. I think th 
must have put poison in my food, too. 
never feel that sleepy languor 
petite is returning and I stronger 
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no time this morning in opening court. It 
was but a few minutes after 8 o'clock 
when the first witness, Dr. Eugene F. 


Hauck, the Duestrow family physician, was 
put upon the stand, He testified to an ac- 
quaintance of twenty-five years’ duration 
with Duestrow, and to his belief in his 
sanity.

Dr. Joseph L. Bauer was then called. He 
per —.— as an expert. He began with a 
efinition of paranoia and threw down the 
gauntlet to all the experts for the defense 
when he declared that there was no such 
thing as sub-acute hallucinatory paranoia. 
The moment the systematization ceases 
— ceases, and confusional insanity 
ns. He insisted that the paranoiac must 
act out his delusions. If a paranoiac im- 
agined that he heard voices coming from a 
telephone he would act accordingly, as the 
voices conveyed pleasant or disagreeable 


ideas to him. 

Hypothetical question No. 2, covering 
Duestrow's case on the State's evidence 
from the homicide to the present, was then 
read to the witneks. The answer was that 
the hypothetical individual was not a para- 
nolac, did the witness “recognize any 
form insanity in the picture thus pre- 
sented. In\ithe absence of conduct the wit- 
ness conclufied that the delusions were state- 
ments not lieved by the individual.

LONDON, Aug. 14.—A correspondent of 
the Associate?

What 
the result of its passage will be I am unable 
to predict. The whole of the money power 
of the East and the banks everywhere will 
undoubtedly make it as difficult as possible 
and try to furnish a 8 object lesson.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The corridors

PLUCKING THE NATIONAL GOOSE. 


The expected has come in the form of 
a rumor of another bond salé to maintain 
the gold reserve. It is due. 

When the Administration deliberately 
based the whole .credit of the govern- 
ment on a little pile of gold upon which 
the bankers can draw at any time and 
then paid a syndicate of European and 
American bankers millions of dollars to 
keep it replenished for a certain period 
it gave notice that it was a rich goose 
for financiers to pluck.

FOR PERJURY. 


Indictment of Capitalist M. J. Hart of 
New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 14.—Nine in- 
dictments have been returned by the Grand- 
jury against M. J. Hart, one of the promi- 
nent capitalists in this city. Six of these in- 
dictments are for perjury, one for suborna- 
tion of perjury and two for obtaining money
